AUGUSTA—Hundreds of “forgotten men” are living out’ 


their lives in the Veterans’ Administration Hospital here— 
virtually abandoned by their families. 

One-third of the 1,200 mental 
patients have not been visited by 
‘a relative in more than a year, 
according to Dr. Leo R. Tighe, hos- 
pital manager. 

While some of the patients have 
no known close relatives, most of 
ithem do have families. Although 
‘visitors might be disturbing to 
some few patients, in the vast ma- 
jority of cases, visits by relatives 
are beneficial, Dr. Tighe says. 

Long periods of isolation from 
‘the outside world may be detri- 
‘mental to a patient, not only while 
he is in the hospital but also when 
he leaves it and attempts to re 
‘establish himself in the commu- 
nity. 
| Jn too many cases, Dr. Tighe re-| 
ports, there is a tragic lack of in- 
‘terest on the part of the patients’ 
relatives, Many patients have been 
\hospitalized for extended periods— 
‘some since World War I and be- 
fore—and their families have just 
idrifted away from them. In other 
cases, families want nothing to do 
with “crazy men.” 

Files of the hospital’s social 
service workers are full of case 
histories of these “abandoned” vet- 
erans, Dr. Tighe says. 

Some of the records reveal in- 
stances where the families refused 
to accept the veterans back into 
the home even after they had re- 
covered. These patients thus re- 
main in government care, either at 
the hospital or at a domiciliary 
home. 

Dr. Tighe pointed out that there

Chief of Police Herbert Jenkins has 
recommended City Council set up enough 
money to finance the hiring of 50 part- 
time women policemen for traffic duty at 
Schools and for other emergency duties. 


By so doing, Council will free 40 full- 
time officers from whom the city gets 
little real value in the basic traffic prob- 
lem because their mornings and after- 
noons are taken up by school work. Other 
cities, chiefly Mobile and Louisville, have 
tried the plan and proved it workable. 


The chief would recruit the part-time 
officers from their localities, on recom- 


mendation by the PTA. This, too, makes 
sense. The work will be part-time and 
the pay will, of course, be nominal. 

We think it is a fine, sensible idea and 
we join in urging Council to so act. 

When they say, “Pull over there,” it 
doesn’t matter if the voice is soprano or 
bass. 

In closing, this provides an opportunity 
to say we think the new traffic engineer 
seems to be getting some results and that 
the police did a fine job during the trying 
days of heavy Christmas rush. Let’s go 
ahead with this new idea and free 40 men 
for full-time traffic work. 


The Forecast Includes Some Good News 


From the Department of Agriculture 
and the Federal Reserve Bank come some 
good news for 1950. These two organiza- 
tions have peered into their economic 
crystal balls and come up with predic- 
tions. A record-breaking pork supply is 
in prospect for 1950, which will reduce 
prices, and eggs are due to take a possible 
8 to 10 cents a dozen drop. Ham and eggs 
will become more popular in 1950—if that 
be possible for an already popular dish. 


The Federal Reserve Bank reports: 


1. “The tendency seems to be toward 
progressively easier terms for all borrow- 
ers” who are buying goods on the install- 
ment plan. 


2. It expects an expanding money sup- 


ply next year. This included bank depos- 
its (both checking and saving) and cur- 
rency in circulation. It will be swelled 
by large public outfays by Federal, State 
and local governments—made with the use 
of bank loans, since tax income doesn’t 
cover the cost. 


The odds are we will all pay the same 
income taxes, but it also appears that 
Congress will eliminate some of the “lux- 
ury” excise taxes imposed during the war. 
Thus, in 1950, telephone bills should be 


less, sincé that tax was passed on, and 


travel, electric light bulbs, cosmetics, baby 


oil, leather goods and other items will | 


all be cheaper. 


These reliefs are small, but in this era 
the tax payer is grateful for small favors. 


A Hopeful, and Significant, Act 


When your young hopeful comes home 
from school and asks what the initials 
USI stand for, it, will be well to answer 


up, “The United States of Indonesia.” 
That new nation came into being yes- 


terday. 


It is a hopeful fact because it was 
born out of the United Nations which, 
while never able directly to end the 
fighting in the islands of the Dutch col- 
ony, at least exerted enough moral influ- 
ence to move both the Dutch and the rev- 
olutionists. The decision ends Dutch 
rule which began 350 years ago. It ended 
fighting which had gone on steadily for 
almost five years. It brings into exist- 
ence a weak, unstable nation of 16 states. 


It is a significant fact, coming as it 
does on the heels of British action in India, 
which brought two new nations into be- 
ing; and independence in other colonial 
possessions.

It means the era of colonialism is over 
and done with. It will persist, as it must, 
in the more backward areas, but even 
there forms of self-rule will be installed. 


The Dutch, once the issue was resolved, 
acted forthrightly and with honor, how- 
ever distasteful the action may have been. 
It will be Dutch trade which must chiefly 
sustain the new nation. 


As the new nation was born, Britain’s 
Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin departed 
for Ceylon where will be held a meeting 
of the commonwealth foreign ministers, 
whose chief problem is measures to stem 
the Communist tides in Asia. The fact 
that Russia refused to indorse the Indo- 
nesian settlement might make their task 
a little easier,

Truman’s Strategy for Control 


WASHINGTON—The legislative strategy that President Truman has brought back from Key West 


has two strikingly interesting features. 


It is, first of all, a strategy based upon the rigidity, not to 


say stupidity, of the Republicans. And second, itis aimed, not to pass any great program in the 
closing session of the Eighty-first Congress, but to gain for the White House unchallenged control of 


the Eighty-second Congress. 

In essence, the President means to present 
himself as the fighting champion of three great 
voting groups, and to make the Republicans 
seem to be the enemies of these groups. The 
three voting groups—organized labor, the farm- 
ers and the Negroes—are then expected to evince 
their gratitude to the Administration, and their 
displeasure with the Republicans, at the polls 
next November. And all this is to be accom- 
plished without the passage of any legislation 


whatever. | 
The instruments of this political miracle are, 
of course, to be the repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
act, the civil rights program and the farm plan 
of Secretary of Agriculture Brannan. The Presi- 
dent will strongly insist upon all three, in his 
forthcoming message on the state of the union. 


The Congress, still dominated by the Repub- 


~ lican-Southern Democratic coalition, will then re- 


fuse to take action on any of these great meas- 
ures. (Nothing could upset the White House 
more, indeed, than for the lawmakers to bow to 
the presidential will at this time.) And thus all 
three issues will valuably survive into the off- 
year election, to rally the farmers, the workers 
and the Negroes to the Democratic cause. 


It is quite openly admitted that the Presi- 
dent will only renew his demand for repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley Act as a mere matter 
of form. In fact, Administration tacticians 
do not want the Senate and House to be- 
come embroiled in a long effort to write a 
substitute labor law, which the President 
will veto in any case. The Labor groups 
themselves are resigned to waiting out this 
session, and then getting the hated statute ex- 
punged from the books and an entirely new 
law written, in 1951. 


As for the civil rights program, the position is 
a bit more complicated. Some of the White 
House’s allies on the left, particularly in the 
ranks of labor, would prefer the less contro- 
versial anti-poll tax bill to be given first priority. 


This is because an increasing number of 


Nonetheless, the temptation to press the ex- 
ceedingly controversial Fair Employment Prac- 
tices act now appear to be almost irresistible. 
Among the Northern Negro voters this is the 
real shibboleth. 


At the White House they will tell you 
that the Negro Democratic vote in each of 
the key States that gave Truman the election 
exceeded the majority by which he won in 
those States. Sen. Robert A. Taft and other 
leading Republicans are on record against 
FEPC and making FEPC the issue is the 
easiest» way to win the Dixiecrat label on 
these Republicans, who are already some- 
what compromised by the Wherry-Russell 
alliance of last session. Pressing FEPC will, 
of course, lead to nothing but an intermin- 
able Senate filibuster, but that does not mat- 
ter. 


Finally, on the Brannan farm plan, the Ad- 
ministration apparently means to take the offen- 
sive in the most decisive way possible. A direct 
attack will be made upon the Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, the farm group which has led the op- 
position to the Brannan plan. 


The Republican-tinged Farm Bureau, domi- 
nated from the first by the large farmers, has 
long enjoyed an extraordinary privilege. The 
Farm Bureau by law nominated the county agents 
who represent the Agriculture Department in 
every rural county in America. President Tru- 
man will now ask for the abrogation of the 
Farm Bureau privilege, quite reasonably arguing 
that it is too much like letting the CIO name 
local officials of the Labor Department. Here 
again, the President is unlikely to win this 
round, but that does not worry the White Mouse. 


There is, in truth, only one question still 


open about the validity of the White House . 


strategy. Will it REALLY rally the large voting 
groups at which it is aimed? If Dr. Gallup’s poll 
has regained any reliability, the President’s hopes 
are certainly well-founded. A recent test showed 
that immense majorities of every voting group 
except the business and professional class are 
now convinced that the Democrats are their 
champions and the Republicans are their 
mies. And if this is already true, the Presi 
has only to strengthen these voters’

continual, a subdued, harsh roar cuts through with the sounds of 
horns and sirens. 


The buildings, which were so lonely and strange during the 
holidays, are filled once again with the sound of their being and 
the machinery of their poutine. 


Hearts still are glad, or sad. Children, overwhelmed with gifts, 
have settled on the one or two they liked best. Those who were 
disappointed, without doubt puzzle about it in their hearts. unable 
to understand a universal message which for some is translated in 
terms of gifts, and for others in terms of the spirit only. 

At any rate, it is over. 


Facts It is now perhaps time to examine into a pleasant, yet 
disturbing, phase of our Christmas attitude. It is not a 
popular discussion. 


Christmas is a time when the sob story pulls best. 


Man, troubled by the message, feels a sense of warmth which, 
if the truth could be winnowed out, has within it also a sense of 
guilt, enjoys giving baskets of food to the hungry; filling the stock- 
ings of the wretched, and presenting gifts to the down and out. 

That, certainly, is good. 

But our psychology is such that having given a basket of food 
to the hungry, we wait until next Christmas to give another. And, 
for some at least, there is a sort of resentment at the appearance 
of these persons between the Christmases. The average person 
says, “Why, I took care of them at Christmas.” They become at 
Christmas not real persons, but outlets for our burgeoning gen- 
erosity; our desire to express, somehow, our own warmth and, 
perhaps, gnawing sense of guilt. 

This, of course, is not generally true. There are many indi- 
viduals who have arranged their giving for the long pull—so that 
it puts individuals and families back on their feet ... so that 
there is some food every day, and not a basket every Christmas. 

It is this factor in our thinking which makes the job of the 
agencies more difficult. There are too many who have an im- 
patience with trained social workers who deal with these problems 
of poverty .nd of broken persons and homes. There are always 
those who say that if one wants truly to do real charity to get 
into one’s car and take a basket and see for themselves the joy 
on the faces of those receiving it. That many such still have 
dignity left is ignored. That this misses the real job—which is 
a continuing one from day to day—is obvious. Yet, it is curious 
how many sincerely and quite honestly believed they have solved 
the problem of poverty and of illness and bad luck with an an- 
nual basket about Dec. 23. 


Problems There are so many problems. The causes for many 
lie deep in childhood fears and impressions yained 
in some drunken home or, perhaps worse, in a home where one or 
more of the parents was a neurotic; or in a home of sodden igno- 
rance and its forces. There are the neurotics, those who are ill 
with the tensions of menopause which can be controlled and cured 
if understood and treated, but which lead often to complete break- 
down if not. There are those who cannot, for some imagined reason, 
face the public. ; 
God alone knows how many sick persons are hidden away 


by families as if they were a shameful thing. 
Growth Our cities are growing Jarger and they produce the 
inevitable crop of abandoned children, broken families 
and deserted wives. This will increase, not decrease. Our economic 
system, with its pensions, makes it more and more difficult for 
a person over 40 to get a job. Employers hesitate to hire a man 
at 48 or 55, even though they may be needed and capable, because 
so many firms have compulsory retirement at 65. They seek the 
younger persons who will give them many years of service before 
retirement. This factor, incidentally, is already one of the larger 
and more stupidly unnecessary ones. It is adding to the weight 
of “old-age” demands and productive industry would do much 
better to work out some plan to use them and not leave them 
idle, a fast-growing group which produces nothing, but which 
consumes much and which already is the most influential political 
pressure group in any State. More than half of them could be 
used productively. 


Agencies Only the trained social agencies can handle the 

social problems. True enough, there is red tape. 
Admittedly there is delay. Certainly there are maddening regu- 
lations. But, we have become an urban nation and constantly 
become more so. The Christmas basket is not the answer, although, 
perhaps, it has its place. 

It would be better for us all if the annual Christmas giving 
could be, save for children’s parties, put into a fund or an or- 
ganization which would use it across the year. It isn’t as per- 
sonal as carrying a basket containing a chicken or a turkey. But 
it will provide soup and bread, at least, long after the turkey 
or chicken is gone. And it will provide, too, guidance and inner 
strength.

Editor Constitution: Don’t you believe there is 
anything good in State medicine. I heard of a 
couple with one large room and a kitchen, all 
they could get, and because the wife is healthy 
and the first child arrived without trouble, she 
is denied hospital treatment and must have a 
midwife and a visiting nurse twice a day. The 
patient, the husband, child and midwife will all 
be in the room together, and they are not poor 
folk. . 


The doctor’s waiting room is like a factory. 
Here, please, he can’t give you time to dress 
properly after examination and you are pushed 
out one door while the next patient comes in the 
other one. My doctor says he can’t give more 
than three minutes to a patient. They are so 
harassed and spend at least one third of the time 
filling out forms. People in.agony are waiting 
nine months or more to get into hospitals for op- 
erations. Lots of cases of children needing 
glasses who need different ones before they get 
the first ordered. 


You see, a man pays about $2 a week now, 
which includes pension, unemployment pay and 
“doctoring.” Well, he’s ig work so no unem- 
ployment pay or not old enough, and no pension. 
So he just has to take it out of the doctor to get 
something for his forced payment. Well, it’s 
omly human nature. They get more pay, even 
in the Government Royal Ordnance factories, by 
“going sick” than by working. Any registered 
patient can report his doctor and get him repri- 
manded, but no doctor can do anything except 
demand at the end of the year that a patient be 
removed from his list. If a patient does not carry 
out treatment prescribed all medical service can 
be refused to him. 


For reasons of belated economy hospitals that 
have been in use and supported by subscriptions 
are being closed all over the place. A few miles 
away a private maternity home was seized by 
the medical board and found to be uneconomical 
as a county district and expectant mothérs have 
to go 20 miles before they can get a bed. 


There’s a lot of agitation about it locally. I 
wish you would tell people about it and say 
that it means practically that only the manual 
workers can get proper attention. Children’s 
teeth are terribly neglected as dentists have gone 
into private practice and only see State patients 
two or three a day. To savé time, teeth are being 
pulled out wholesale. Dentists can’t fill them 
in the time allowed by the State. My dentist 


keeps about one-half hour a day for very urgent 


cases, raging tootache or an abscess 

It was a fine idea but nothing was thought 
out. The doctors should have refused to imple- 
ment the scheme till they had built clinics and

pliances if they didn’t come into the scheme.

Mystery of the UAW Bombing 


NEW YORK—The highly publicized find of dynamite at the headquarters of the 


United Auto Workers in Detroit need not be taken at its face value. 


Walter 


Reuther, the President of the Union, is now being promoted toward nomination as 
the presidential candidate of the Marxian Socialists on the Democratic ticket in 


1952 through the organization called Americans for Democratic Action. 


This is a 


nonpartisan political solvent whose first step toward the Socialist State is the disintegration of the 
regular American parties and the creation of political chaos according to disastrous European examples. 
Chester Bowles, the Governor of Connecticut, ostensibly a Democrat, also is a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination on the ADA Marxian platform. Reuther is his chief opponent. 


There are several mysterious facts about the 
plant of dynamite. The first tip went to the De- 
troit Times, not the police. The first search of 
the premises by a reporter and the police did not 
detect the dynamite. It was “found” an hour later 
by employees of the UAM. The bomb then 
turned out to be such a preposterous dud as to 
justify suspicion of a hoax. The bindings of tape 
were so tight that they smothered the sparks of 
the fuses. It was planted out of doors where 
little damage could have been done. A dynamiter 
with serious intentions would have been likely to 
see that. the fuses could breathe and he would 
hardly have wasted the effort by propping the 
bundle on an outside basement stairway.

Nor 
had she ever shown similar concern over the suc- 

assassination, also from ambush and per 
shotgun, of the late George P. McNair, President 
of the Toledo, Peoria & Western Railway, in 
Peoria, after long resistance by McNair to a 
campaign of criminal violence in connection with 
a strike against his road. 


McNair was “a law-abiding citizen and chief 
executive of a tax-producing public utility.

ATHENS, Ohio—John L. Lewis’ miners’ welfare and retirement 
fund, which ran through $150,000,000 to a point of virtual bank- 
ruptcy in 14 months, was dissipated by careless administration and 
squandered on a multitude of beneficiaries of questionable qualifi- 
cations, in the opinion of Ohio’s coal miners. 


Case after case of “free riders” 
who helped to milk the welfare 
fund dry was cited by miners, 
both active and retired, by their 
officers of the United Mine 
Workers and by businessmen in- 
terviewed in a week-long, 700- 
mile swing through the mining 
communities within a 50-mile ra- 
dius of Athens County. 


MINERS at every stop were 
found clamoring for tighter re- 
strictions to eliminate the sunny- 
day miner who found it more 
comfortable and profitable to 
live on the dole than to work. 


Staunch unionists told of: 


Former miners, out of the coal 
mines as long as 15 or 20 years, 
reinstating themselves with a 
week or two of work to become 
eligible for relief. 


“Disabled” workers who went 
on the dole until the well+ran 
dry, then found themselves able 
to swing a pick again. 


Entire communities almost 
wholly dependent on welfare 
and pension payments. 


“Socialized” medicine with fea- 
tures that would not be allowed 
in England. 


But this is only half of the 
picture. 


The other half deals with 
retired miners who worked in 
the mines for 55 or 60 years, 
with the widows and orphans 
left in the wake of mine disas- 
ters, with women dying of can- 
cer and tuberculosis, with the 
cripples who are the trade 
mark of every mining town. 
Alike with the chiselers, they 
have been without benefit 
checks since Sept. 17. 


Many of them cut themselves 
free of all other forms of relief 
to qualify for miners’ welfare, 
and now they are stranded high 
and dry. 


Misery—accentuated as never 
before by the contrast of a brief 
year of fairly steady work and 
welfare fund largess—stalks the 
valleys where both hills and 
men have been scarred by the 
quest for coa). But on this re- 
turn visit, misery finds a hot and 
rebellious welcome. 


The miners’ viewpoint was 
pursued off the main highways 
in Athens, Jackson, Vinton, 
Hocking, Perry, Belmont and 
Harrison Counties, and in the 
West Virginia Panhandle. The 
inquiry led from hillside shack 
to town house, from bank to pool 
hall, from company store to su- 
permarket, from the strip mine 
near Cadiz to the deep-shaft 
mine on the banks of the Ohio, 
to the drift mine in the hill 
country and to the burning 
mines of New Straitsville. 


EVERYWHERE miners and 
their merchants were not only 
willing but anxious to talk. 


“They rode our fund to a fraz- 
zie.” said a Buchtel miner of the 
“cheaters” he named. 


“They tossed thousands of dol- 
lars around like confetti,” said a 
Merchants’ Association Presi- 
dent, recalling last Summers’ 
boom days. 

“We filled orders for a year’s 
supply of earache oil,” said a 
Nelsonville druggist. 


“They shelled it out like they 
were throwing corn to a flock of 
chickens, and everybody grab- 
bed for it,” said a 78-year-old 
Chauncey pensioner. 


“A lot got it that shouldn’t,” 
admitted a UMW field represen- 
tative from District 6 Headquar- 
ters in Bellaire. 


Resentment was aimed chiefly 
at the welfare benefits, although 
many miners openly questioned 
the propriety of pensions grant- 
ed to retired workers of their ac- 
quaintance. 


The miners’ pension is a 
grant 
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and druggists probed, 
drilled and prescribed, and sent 
their bills in duplicate to the 
fu:.d headquarters for easy col- 
lection. 

Miners who had averaged a 
day or two of work every two 
weeks found it advantageous to 
recall an ailment—almost any 
miner of any length of service 
whatever has at least one —to 
qualify them for welfare pay- 
ments. The welfare fund pays 
$60 a month plus $20 for the 
— and $10 for each dependent 
child.

EASY WAIST PATTERN 


Take material out of box with pattern still on material 
and unfold the waist; lay flat on the table; check to see 
if notches are all cut; trace the dart perforations and center 
front; measure with tape measure waist length over bust 
and down center front and trace the natural waistline. 


You should have an inch left over for lace and to sew the 


skirt on. 

Remove pattern and baste 
marking on center front of both 
pieces of material. With tailors’ 
chalk mark waist line, not di- 
rectly on the tracing, but just 
below, that will give you a lit 
tle ease and allow for shrinking. 
Pin the waist darts on traced 
line and measure to be sure they 
are the same length and same 
distance from the center front. 
Unfold back and check, measure 
the center back for waist line, 
mark with chalk same as front- 
trace waist darts and mark cen- 
ter back with basting if you did 
not do it when you cut it. Pin, 
measure and baste back darts. 

Right here, let’s talk a minute 
about darts. Some girls look bet- 
ter to have a little gathers than 
darts—if you have a roll of fat 
you need to gather the fullness— 
for a dart holds the material

has them and be sure to either 
notch or mark with basting the 
top of sleeve.

Stitch with a long stitch 
on seam, marking over top of 
sleeve from notch to notch; also, 
at bottom from notch to notch 
for cuffs. Unfold collar and 
cuffs, pin edges together and 
baste on seam markings.

Then open front and 
back and lay on the table togeth- 
er and pin top and bottom first, 
then work the edges smooth and 
even and baste side seams, leav- 
ing five inches open on left side 
for placket. Now baste side 
seams and shoulder seams of 
waist. Of course you have turned 
front facing back for marking 
and basted it in place. © 

This is ready now to put to- 
gether. Turn down the top of 
the skirt about one-half inch 
and pin to the waist on each 
side seam and center front and 


center back, this should make it | 


fit smoothly if you have fol- 


lowed the seam allowance per- | 
fectly and have darts in places | 


marked. 
Baste skirt on chalk mark 


with a double thread. Now hang 7 


this on a coat hanger until vou 
are ready for the sleeves. Sew 
up sleeves and pull up loose 
thread at top and bottom. First 
tie one end of threads so you 
will not pull it out. Fit cuffs 
to notches and regulate fullness 
smoothly between the notches 
and baste on cuffs. Now pin 
sleeves into waist with notches 
matching and top of sleeve mark- 
ing to the shoulder seam. Regu- 
late gathers over top of sleeve 
and baste in the arm hole, hold- 
ing sleeye toward you.

Expressed in figures, East’s 
balanced hand containing only 
seven points was just a shade 
below what it takes to justify a 
raise to two no trump.
